Again  we  are  called  upon  to  report  of  progress  made  in 
our  schools  the  past  year.  We  are  sorry  we  cannot  report 
more  favorably  but  the  facts  are  too  well  known.  No 
fault  of  the  teachers.  They  are  first-class  and  each  one 
adapted  to  her  place.  The  fall  term  opened  with  every- 
thing in  our  favor  and  proved  very  satisfactory  till  the  finish.

The  past  year  has  been  noted  for  its  epidemics  in  Bristol. 
More  typhoid  fever  has  presented  itself  than  for  years 
previous  and  measles  unlimited. 

The  health  of  the  town  demands  prompt  attention  to  the 
sewerage  question.  It  is  for  the  voters  of  the  town  to 
decide  whether  we  adopt  the  plan  of  sewerage  as  presented 
to  the  town  a  year  ago  or  struggle  on  with  surface  drainage, 
open  and  blind  cesspools,  etc.,  all  of  of  which  are  danger- 
ous to  the  neighborhood  in  which  they  exist.  Think 
well  upon  the  subject  and  let  no  distant  day  see  these  evils 
abolished.
